Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 19-24, 26, 28, 29, 31-33, and 35-41 (renumbered as 
claims 2-15, 17, 18, 16, 19, and 1 respectively) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Kieninger (USP 4,627,771), the closest reference, 
does not teach or fairly suggest: the cutting insert being 
provided with an inclined plane surface on the side engaging 
with the clamping element, wherein the clamping element is 
provided with an inclined plane surface on the side engaging 
with the cutting insert; and Kieninger does not teach using a 
differential screw for adjusting the cutting insert (in claim 
41) . Further, the combination of the above limitations with all 
of the other limitations in claim 41 is not obvious.
